recruit h. . services in any capacity on behalf of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation or the U. 3. Government; and no overtures, 
or promises of payment or otherwise, looking toward his possible 
future recruitment in any capacity on behalf of the Federal Bureau 


of Investigation or the U. S. Government , were made to him. 

I never, saw or talked to Lee Harvey Oswald on any other 
occasion.
